At this altitude 1 experienc- 
ed no uupleasaut sensation, no difficulty 
in breathing, it" pain nor swelling m my 
tread, as bus uceti said by some tensiams, 
to be endured at great alti'udes; but I 
have no doubt that at ilic height of three 
aud a half or four miies, owing to the 
rarity of the ultnosphere, a difficulty of 
breathing, and a swelling in the head is 
experienced. At such an altitude, the 
scenery is not so beautiful as it is at n 
bait mile from the earth; for the objects 
appear couceuled m uns., and the whole 
has a monstrous appearance. 

At 25 minutes after t$, 1 had h lino view 
I of the setting situ. Thirty minu es ntiei 
ti, 1 passed over VVidiainsburgh ; at Hboul 
17, over Georgetown; aud aitlimigh 1 was 
se»eral miles distant from the Ohio river, 
yet it appeared but a very little to tiie 
right ot me.

He supported the war 
with patriotic zeal; defeated by his inde-jj 
faligable labor, the disaffected to the war, 
within his State, who stylod themselves 
the Peace party, when there was no 
peace, and who called themselves a War!! 
party when there was no w-ar. He laidj 
the sure measures to form a body of effec- 
tive troops, 12000 strong, and to bo ready ! 
in time of need; and strengthened the j 
hearts and hands of good men by his il 
.measures. — He was chosen counsel for 
he Uuited States, in the trial of traitor j 
Hull, of Detroit notoriety; was appointed i 
Attorney General in 1815: re-elected to j 
the Senate in 1816; elected Senator of 
the United States in 1821; was a mem- 
ber of the convention of the State of New 
York, for the purpose of amending the 
Constitution; re-elected to the Senate of 
the United States in 1827; elected Gov- 
ernor of a people amounting to little less 
than tw-o millions of souls, iu 1828; left 
station, by the advice and consent of his 
constituents, to serve our present chief 
Magistrate, us Secretary of State, of the 
United States, in 18 29; was sent as Min- 
ister to England iu 1831, and was at- 
tempted to be disgraced by a faction, in 
the Senate of the United States, who 
hated his virtues; was called home by his 
friends, and as we said before, that “God 
will prosper the right,” he was snatched 
by the love of the people, from the jaws 
of persecution — elected by them to a con- 
spicuous station, made by them to pre- 
side over that very body of restless ambi- 
tion which hudsousrht his utter ruin, and 
has ever since been a rallying point to 
the hearts of his countrymen, of whom 
we are persuaded, without the least pre- 
tending to prophecy, that as they hither- 
to delighted to honor him, they will con 
tinue to honor and protect him, until he, 
as others have, may also heap to the full, 
the measure ofhis country’s glory.

Hartford, April 7, 1835.
